| er, on a Sabboth day, divers hot int em- 
perate ſpeaches paſſed among them. Where vpon their Mini- 
ſter, whoſe name was Ad. Storre, much d ſliking ſoindr{creete a 
courſe, willed them to haue reſpeR both tothe time, and place 
where they were. And further ad viſed;ſeeing the cauſe in hand 
concerned a multitude, amongſt whom ſome of the leaſt go - 
vetument, would alwaies bee the teadieſt to ſpeake : that they 
would therefore make choice of two or three of the fitteſt, and 
molt ſub{lantiall men to anſwere,and vndeitake forall the teſt. 
This motioũ ſeemed ty pleaſe them well, andtherevpon they 
intreated him, that he would, as a man indifferent, ſpeake firit 
what he thought concerning the cauſe , But he not willing to 
intermeddle in that matter, twiſe, ot thrile denied their tequeſt. 
And the tather for that there Was pteſe nt one Fracu Corrwreght, 
a young man of an vabridled humor : the only ſonne:, & heute 
to one of the ſame Lords of the Towne, betwixrt hom, & him 
ſelſe there was growne no {mall vnkindneſſe. Vet in the ende 
being preſled — by ther importuniy, wit h the conſent 
of both the parties, he delivered his opinion, vſing therein ſuch 
diſcretion,and reaſons toconfirme the ſame, that they coulde 
not ditectly except againſt hum. —— hun 
incline more tothe right ofthe free-holders, and the teſt otthe 
commons, than to favour their intended purpole,they ſeemed 
to diſſike his ſpeeches and to ca vill at the ſame. 

Young Cerrwrigbe (tanding by, not able any longer to con · 
taine nanſelfe, tooke occaſio nere vpon to break forth abrupt - 
ly into theſe words, The Prieff dejerveth a good fee, be I poabeib ſo 
like a Lawyer. Al. Storre having often atoretime had experience 
of his hot ſtomacke, & haftineſſe aſwell towards others as hun- 
—— t beſt to teply little againſt him for that preſent, 
But the other teſpectng neither the time, nor place, not yu the 
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dutiſull regard he ſhou!d hiue hid to his fathers preſence, vtre« 
red maniemoe ſuch baſe & odious tearmes , that for modeſlie 
ſake;lforbearetorchearſe thi. I he next morning as NI Storre, 
& (ome others of his neighbouts were talking with the elder 
Cartwrizht about theſe his ſonnes abuſes, hee came vntothem, 
where they were,1nterrupting their canterence, & fell into the 
luke outragious raiting as he vied the night atore, The Miniſter 
ſeeing this tecond incurfion more violent then the fotmet, te. 
plied to ſome of his words,retorting the backe agame, as more 
properly robe applied to himſeite. 

his reply he tooke in ſuch lugh diſgrace,that had not his fa. 
ther hindted it, be had there preſently with his dagger eſfected 
fome part oft hat auſchiefe, which afterward be putt in ptactiſe. 
But being not ſuffered ro do what he would, he deparred from 
thẽ into tlie opẽ market place, & there proclaimed, That Srorre 
was 4 ſcurvy /ow fre paltrie u bat wheſorver (aid be was bu friend, 
or Pale in lu cauſe,was , bet he would(but for rhe 
An cut hu throat tear out bu bart, ha; bu quarter; on the maypeſe. 

Theſe ſpeeches, & many moe of the ſame quality bemg day- 
ly ziuen out, occaſioned M' Storre tothinke it now high time 
toprovide for his one ſaſetie, & thetfote he went to ſome lu- 
ſtices neere adioyning:acquuinted the with thele proceedings, * 
& deſired the good behavrour again{! the ſaid Cartwright, But 
they doubting whether they might geãt the ſame in thus c. ſe, ot 
not, offered him for his preſent ſaſe gatd pony ,and the 
other at the next quarter ſeſſions; if occaſion ſorequired, 

He notreſlolved what were belt to bee done, whether to ex» 
cept of this offer, otto complaine lumſelte before the high com. 
miſſioners, came home, & the next Sabaoth tooke his texr out 
of I ſaab Chap, 1,verrſ.g.inthele words, Except the Lord of Heften 
badreſerved vate viurs A ſmalremmant we had bin as Sd , and 
libe vote Comer ah, The which words by the generall tepott, even 
of his enemies that hard him, he handled vetie learnedly, and 
delivered out of the fame many points of neceſſary doctrine. 
yoog Cartwright ſeemed to note it d ligently with ius pen, but as 
the ſtomałe filled with ta e humots corrupteth all good nous 
riſhmẽt that cometh therin, ſo this mans mind fraught with tan. 
cour, & malice, wreſted al things he heard into the worſe ſenſe, 
u purpole!y ſpoken againſt him, and after that, more, and _ 
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thirſted forrevenze. 
About a weeke after, hee eſpied Mr, Storre walking about 


eight of the clock in the morning alone by the ſouth ſide ofthe 
tou ne in hu cloake, went to a cutlers ſhoppe , tooke out ofthe 
{ame a ſhort ſword, which he had formerly provided, and made 
ret y harp, & preſently overtooke him, The athet hearing one 
at hu hecles looked backe, & ie him drawing hu (word as lc 
came: noting alſo by the palenes of his vitage how mizhrely he 
wasihcenſled to miſchiefe, & ſeeing no means ether to eſcape, 
ot to dt ſend humnlelfe,was greatly agaſt, & purpoled to vie ſome 
ſpeeches(:t it were poſſible)ſome hat to all wage his paſhons. 
But he being double armed bot h with force, & futy, would a- 
bide no — preſently at the firſt blow cutt hu leſte legge 
almoſt of, & then . at huis head, the other caſling vp his 
armes to deſend ti fot other weapon had he none) he gave hum 
two mortil woiids on the forepart therof thorows the brain - pant 
cut ofthree oſ hu fingetu & gave him other two grievous woiids 
on the outſide of eu her arme, betweene the elbow, & the hand, 
the one id the nuddeſtof the atme, & the other more the halle 
in ſunder, de viding the maine bone aboue two ynches one part 
frõ another, T hus maſlacred he fell backward into a puddle of 
water, and (tnving to tecovet himſelte, the ſplinter bone of his 
legge halſe cut thorow afore,knapt in to, & his heele doubled 
back to the calfe of hu legge.Cartright not yet ſatisfied with the 
bloud, which he had already gotten, continued hu tage, (hill 
more feircely vp6 hun, & gaue him another gaſh on the ourlide 
of theri2ht thigh tothe very bone, And again on the left knee, 
his legge being bended, as he lay, he cut him the faihion, & cõ- 
paſſe ot an horſe thoe battring in pieces the hitlbone, & the ne 
ther part ofthe thighe bone, that it was moſt grie vous evẽ to be. 
hold. Some ſmalet xoũds he had, & ſundry ot het blowes whuch- 
came not to his k nas appeared by the mã glimg of hu apparel, 
A maide ciming that way by occaſin ot buſines cried our, 
whervp6n he fled, and many of the neighbors came preſently 
to the place, and behoulding this vvoefull ipectacle, their 
Miniſter thus wallowed in the mite, and his blaude ſo ex- 
treamely, guſhing out, ranne ſome of them into the tovvne 
vvith ſuch a contuſed noyſe, and omene of murther, that 
others hearing it, ſuppoled on the ſudden there had —_ 
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fire, and went with all ſpeede to towle the bells; Thus was all 
ſuddenly in an yproare,yet fewe, or none could tell what the 
matter was. The teſt of more diſcretion tooke vp the wounded 
man,carried him to the next houſe,where one of the conſtables 
dwelt,and made very good, and ſpeedy meanes to bind vp his 
wounds, and to ſtanch his bloud. 

Againſt the next day was provided a bone · ſetter, and three 
or foure of the beſt ſurgeons thereabour, who when they came 
to dreſſe him, were of opinion, that, if hee died not at the ope- 
ning of his wounds,and forcing togu her of his bones, he would 
at the leaſt be verie ſubiect to often ſounding. Yet hee beyood 
all heit expectation indured all extremities, which neceſſitie in 
that caſe impoſed on himto abide, for three houres ſpace at the 
leaſt, and never fainted,or changed colour, The which thinge 
induced them to altet theirminde,and to hope (as it were)palt 
all hope, that he would eſcape it. But the deadly blowes had fo 
periſhed his brgines, and let out ſo great a quantitie of hu bloud 
in other parte: f his body, t hat it was not poſſible he ſhould te- 
cover, So that M Net he had languiſhed in verie great paine from 
monday morning till the ne xte Sunday after midnight, which 
was at the change of the moone , he ended his life. 

The time that he thus continued, he ſpent much to the pro- 
fitte of himſelfe, and to no leſſe comfort of thoſe that came to 
viſite him. Fot beſidey many divine meditations he daily vtte- 
red, & thanks to God for his ſo mercifull a viſitation , in giving 
him both ſuch time, and memory to prepare himſelſe, hee alſo 
hartely forgaue, & continuallie praied for his greateſt , & dead- 
ly enemy,whom he eſteemed no in worſe (tate, and more mi- 
ſerable then himſelfe. 

No to leave the dead man (as no doubt hee is) with the 
Lord:itis not amiſſe breifely to declare by what meanes the of- 
f:nder eſcaped. | 

Preſently after hee had committed this eruelty, hee poſted 
home to his fathers houſe, on the backſide,and the truth of his 
fact being now knowne,many that were already aſſembled, & 
knewe not at the firſt about what matter; came to apprehend 
the fellon . But his father fearing leaſt in that deſperate heate he 
ſhould doe ſome more miſchiete, did what hee could to pacifie 


the tumult yntill the conſtables came, and then an 2 
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They ſend og for three or foure of ſuch as they thought beſt, 
which had ſame ot them ſcene the wounds, al well zz one of the 
conſtables humſelſe had done, carried him to a luſtice. Where 
either for lacke of their due information of the truth, or by the 
corrupt, and1avourable aftetion of the magiſtrate, or both, 
there was a very [lender baile taken, and the malefactot by this
